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More than 100 firefighters remain on line 

Burntstick fire “being held”

"It's been very, very hot. Half the time we can’t even 
breathe", firefighter Clifford Crookedlegs on the line 
Wednesday. 

The largest forest fire in west central Alberta in five 
years, bunting out of control southwest of Caroline since 
May 15, was brought to “being held" status Thursday 
evening much to the relief of the 130 firefighters battling 
the blaze. 

The Bumstick I^tke Fire had destroyed 877 hectares as 
of press time Friday. 

“This is great news," said Anastasia Drummond, infor¬ 
mation officer with Alberta Sustainable Resource 
Development. “Right now we are not expecting it to 
move any more at this time, provided the resources and 
the weather stays the same. The wind did not pick up on 
Thursday as expected, so that really helped out. 

"Right now resources are all going to stay on the fire 
and continue working on it. In the next 24 to 48 hours it 
will all be reassessed and then we will decide whether to 
change the status again. If we see some of the precipita¬ 
tion that is anticipated in the next few days, that will 
really help.” 


The “being held" status means the fire is now com¬ 
pletely surrounded by a fire guard and is “not expected 
to go beyond those borders," she said. 

About 130 firefighters, six helicopters, 21 bulldozers, 
six water tankers, and 20 support staff remained on 
scene Friday. At least eight water bombers have also 
been in action and remain on standby. 

There have been no reports of ir\juries among firefight¬ 
ers or area residents. 

The cause of the fire remains unknown, with a fire 
inspector on site Friday. 

A number of residents in the area west of Caroline had 
been put on evacuation alert on Tuesday, although no 
evacuation had been ordered Friday. The decision to 
evacuate would be made by Clearwater County in con¬ 
sultation with SRD. 

During a media tour of the fire site on Wednesday, wild¬ 
fire incident commander Wayne Werstiuk told reporters 
that fighting the blaze in very hot dry conditions has been 
an extreme challenge for firefighters. 

“You’re walking through every imaginable terrain, from 
high, dry park settings to muskegs that are infested with 
mosquitoes," said Werstiuk. “With these hot tempera¬ 
tures and low humidities, people are really exerting 
themselves out there. They become dehydrated, dusty 


and smoky. Sometimes you are walking in bogs and you 
are sinking up to your knees in water so it’s a fire and ice 
kind of thing. It’s very challenging to do, to put out forest 
fires.” 

While the temperatures in the shade reached 30 
degrees on several days last week, temperatures on the 
fire line were higher still, reaching close to 40 degrees on 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

Asked when firefighters hope to have the blaze put out, 
he said, “We don’t really look at an extinguishment. We 
look at when we have it contained, when we are confi¬ 
dent that it isn't going to spread any more." 

Despite new fires starting in the province since the 
Burnstick Lake fire began on May 15, there’s no chance 
of equipment being pulled off the fire at the present, he 
said. 

Fabian Beaverbones, a 15-year-veteran of fire- fighting, 
was interviewed as he worked on the line. He said while 
the Bumstick lake fire is not the biggest blaze he has 
fought, the hazards are ever present. 

“It is pretty unnerving because trees can fall over at 
anytime. The branches above us can be on fire and fall. 
I’ve been hurt on a fire before so I’m always careful,” said 
Beaverbones. 

He says in his experience working on the fire line is

always about teamwork among a few men and women 
working in close proximity. 

“Together we are pushing this fire back. There’s always 
people right around us, watching over us. We are being 
taken care of.” 

Clifford Crookedlegs, who was working with 
Beaverbones on the line, said conditions on the 
Burnstick blaze have been very tough.

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Bashaw creates special tax 
to keep doctor 


Medical situation a crisis 
in Didsbury 


For the first time in Alberta a munici¬ 
pality is taxing its residents to raise 
money to keep its doctor. 

The Town of Bashaw will collect 
$56,000 a year - about $190 for an aver¬ 
age landowner - to help the doctor 
cover his clinic overhead. 

Friends of Medicare believes rural 
Alberta should not have to enact higher 
property taxes to keep or attract doc¬ 
tors. 

I applaud Bashaw for doing every¬ 
thing in its power to retain its doctor. 
But 1 think municipalities are being 
asked to bail out the regional health 
authorities and the province from their 
responsibility to provide medically nec¬ 
essary services. 

On April 20th, after the meeting at 
which the government caucus rejected 
the Third Way, Health Minister Iris 
Evans said her number one priority now 
was to focus on the need to attract and 
retain health-care professionals in both 
our cities and communities. 

Does the Health Minister believe it is 
fair to make municipalities responsible 
for retaining their doctors? Will the 
future bring a special municipal health 
tax to other rural municipalities? 

If Alberta's health-care system is truly 
available to all Albertans equally, then 
rural Albertans should have the same 
access to doctors as urban Albertans. 


And this access should not come at the 
price of a special tax. 

The Government caucus needs to 
make sure Alberta Health steps in to 
relieve the citizens of Bashaw from pay¬ 
ing a special tax just to keep their doc¬ 
tor.

Troops need support more than ever 
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Town of Didsbury Council Hightlights 


During the budget process, Council 
gave approval to a Management Incentive 
System. The goals that management will 
reach for were presented to Council and 
approved. This incentive system is 
based on up to 2% of annual salary for the 
team and up to 2% of the annual salary for 
the individual manager. 

At the May 8, 2006 meeting of the 
Didsbury Municipal Library Board, a 
request from Mountain View County was 
presented. The County will be increas¬ 
ing its participation in library funding mid 
would like Council representation on the 
library board. Bylaw 05-15 Didsbury 
Municipal Library Board was amended to 
indicate that one of the ten members 
would be a representative of Mountain 
View County Council. 

The Quality Performance Incentive 
Award Policy for Town employees was 
revisited and amended by Council in 
order to reward employees who bring 
forth significant new and innovative cost 
saving efficiencies. 

Alberta Municipal Affairs sent a letter 
to the Town of Didsbury asking that the 
Town move its annual assessment decla¬ 


ration submission forward to January 31. 
Council directed Administration to send a 
letter to Alberta Municipal Affairs object¬ 
ing to the earlier ASSET reporting dead¬ 
line because of the negative impact on 
the collection of local taxes, and the high¬ 
er assessments that would result from 
using current instead of past year’s prop¬ 
erty assessment values. The Town of 
Didsbury sees no advantage to move in 
future years to establishing equalized 
assessments on the current year’s taxable 
assessment rather than the current 
assessment as of December 31 of the pre¬ 
vious year. The timeline for both the 
municipality and Municipal Affairs will be 
too short for both levels of government to 
ensure the accuracy of assessment data 
used to prepare the Education 
Requisition. The Town of Didsbury will 
support maintaining the dates of Feb. 28 
to complete the assessment, and April 1st 
to report the assessments to ASSET, 
ensuring the assessment data is accurate 
and correct. 

Council was presented with informa¬ 
tion from Administration regarding the 
options of borrowing $1,600,000 from 
local financial institutions or Alberta 
Capital Finance Authority. These monies 


would be used to extend services to lands 
west, east and north of the current serv¬ 
iced industrial subdivision north of 
Highway #582. Council asked that more 
information be brought back to the June 
6, 2006 Regular Council Meeting. 

Council approved to transfer $42,000 
from the Operating Reserve for the pur¬ 
chase of the parking lot Plan 4741, Block 
8, Lot 20. This lot will be used to provide 
more public parking in the downtown 
area. 

Council approved to donate the cost of 
the Train Station Rental ($57.50 + GST) 
for our Prairies to Peaks Tourism 
Association’s Annual General Meeting on 
May 17, 2006. 

Council was presented with a report 
from Roy Brown, Chief Administrative 
Officer recommending that staff member, 
Colleen Gustavson be trained as the 
Town of Didsbury’s Economic 
Development Coordinator. Council gave 
their approval for Ms. Gustavson to begin 
a two-year training course through the 
Economic Developers Association of 


Canada. The Town will sponsor Ms. 
Gustavson to attend the first course in 
Sudbury, Ontario as part of her ongoing 
training. 

Council was provided a report from 
Dale Kiesman, Manage of Public Works 
regarding a temporary solution to the 
storm water service on 20th. After a 
closer review, Mr. Kiesman and the 
Town’s Engineering Consultants felt this 
was not a reasonable solution, and rec¬ 
ommended upgrading the storm water 
management for a long-term solution 
with the larger picture in mind. This 
upgrade will reflect an increase in costs 
of approximately $170,000 to the 20th 
Street project. Council approved the rec¬ 
ommendation for a preferred long-term 
solution to storm water management. 

Request for Proposals were sent to 
local realtors for a service agreement for 
the sale of Town of Didsbury lands/prop¬ 
erties. Two proposals were presented. 
Council awarded the Real Estate Service 
Agreement for the period of May 17, 2006 
to December 31, 2008 to CIR Realtors of 
Didsbury.

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Didsbury Blood Donor Clinic 

Your donation can save lives

At an upcoming blood donor clinic 
you have a chance to be an everyday 
hero, according to Canadian Blood 
Services. 

On June 5 between 2 p.m. and 7 p.m. 
take time from your busy schedule and 
go to the Didsbury Multi-Purpose room 
to donate blood. 


A donation takes about one hour of 
your time, including the registration, a 
finger poke (to test your iron levels), a 
screening process, which includes a 
one-on-one consultation with a nurse, 
the actual donation, then a five to ten 
minute rest. 

In order to donate you must be at least 
17 years old, and weigh at least 110 
pounds. You also have to be well the day 
of the donation, not feeling sick. 


“We want to make sure that nothing 
bad is passed on," said Doris Kaufman, 
Canadian Blood Services communica¬ 
tions specialist. “There is a more 
detailed description of who can and can 
not donate blood on our website, blood- 
services. ca." 

Donors are requested to stay away 
from caffeine for 24 hours prior to the 
donation, and eat lots and drink lots of 
water. 


“After the donation is made there is a 
rest area, where donors must sit for a 
required five to 10 minutes,” said 
Kaufman. “This helps bring people’s 
iron levels back up." 

People over the age of 71 were not 
allowed to donate blood in the past, but 
that rule has changed, so people 71 
years of age and older are allowed to 
donate, as long as they have their doc¬ 
tor’s approval.

they have a safe and clean 
bill of health. 

Appointments are recom¬ 
mended, but not necessary. 
They do help cut back on 
wait times though, accord¬ 
ing to Kaufman. 

“It also gives us an antici¬ 
pation on what blood types 
we will be getting and how 
much,” said Kaufman. “This 
year our goal is 120 units 
(donations).” 

Canadian Blood Services 
comes to Didsbury twice a 
year, and will be back on 
July 21. 

“That allows us 56 days in 
between services and that is 
how long a person has to 
wait between donations,” 
said Kaufman. 

“We get a tremendous 
amount of support from the 
small communities,” said 
Kaufman. “The Canadian 
average of people who 
donate is 3.5 per cent out of 
the eligible, and Didsbury is 
higher than that average." 

There are presently 44 
appointments left for June

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Diving accident kills 
Calgary man at 
Glennifer Lake 


First death on lake since 2004

A 28-year-old Calgary 
man is dead following a 
diving accident northwest 
of Innisfail. Sean Whelan, 
originally from 

Newfoundland, was killed 
instantly after striking his 
head on rocks at 
Glennifer Lake. 

"At about 6:20 p.m. the 
individual had attempted 
a dive at an area known 
as the cliffs' and landed 
on the rocks," said 
Innisfail RCMP member, 
Const. Greg Tulloch. 

"EMS arrived on scene, 
but couldn't find any 
signs of life. It is being 
characterized as 'death by 
misadventure'." 

The area has been used 
for years by youth and 
adults alike who are try¬ 
ing to beat the summer 
heat. Const. Tulloch said 
that this time of year the 
water is lower because 
not all the spring run-off 
has reached the lake from 
the mountains. 


"There is evidence that 
the man had been drink¬ 
ing. Without toxicology 
results we can't be sure if 
he was above the legal 
limit," said Const. 
Tulloch.

"The only reason that I 
can assume (that some¬ 
one would take a risk 
such as this) is that alco¬ 
hol acts as a depressant 
on the (body's) central 
nervous system. We feel 
better and tend to do 


things that they may not 
do." 

He said that there were 
witnesses who said 
Whelan was warned 
against diving in head¬ 
first. The body was found 
on an "protruding rock," 
just out off the water. 

Const. Tulloch said that 
Glennifer Lake is on 
Crown Land and being 
that it is public property 
there is no law against 
diving. But he said that 
any public consumption 
of alcohol is strictly for¬ 
bidden. The Innisfail 
RCMP plan boat patrols 
throughout the summer. 

This is the first reported 
death on Glennifer Lake 
since 2004. Two boaters 
not wearing life jackets 
disappeared. Their bodies 
were found a month later 
by a civilian dive team. 

"We don't always get 
reports from incidents on 
the lake, but it's safe to 
say that every year alco¬ 
hol plays a part in acci¬ 
dents out there," said 
Const. Tulloch.

“Show me a flame and I’ll put it out," 
said Crookedlegs. “It’s been very, very 
hot. Half the time we can’t even 
breathe." 

Both men are residents of the 
Sunchild reserve north of Rocky 
Mountain House. 

Fire bans across the west county, 
including in the fire site, were put into 
effect Thursday. 

Wild Rose Conservative MP Myron 
Thompson, whose riding includes the 
forest fire area, was in contact with 
SRD officials soon after the blaze broke 
out. He offered to bring in federal 
resources, such as army troops, to 
assist if necessary. 

Officials expect the Burnstick Lake 
fire to bum for several more weeks 


before it is completely extinguished, 
said Drummond. 

With dry conditions throughout the 
eastern slopes area, the province is ask¬ 
ing campers visiting the west country to 
be extra cautious in the coming days 
and weeks, said SRI) information offi¬ 
cer Rob Harris. 

“If you are going to have campfires, 
make extra sure that that campfire is 
extinguished. Before you walk away, 
make sure that campfire is extin¬ 
guished by soaking it in water, stirring 
up the ashes and soaking it with water 
again,” said Harris. 

In October 2001, the Dogrib forest fire 
west of Sundre consumed more than 
11,000 hectares of timber and destroyed 
more than $2 million worth of logging 
equipment.

Minister addresses stabbing

The Town of Carstairs will 


play host to a speaker who 
has earned his fame through 
a tragic incident in his life. 
Rev. Dale Lang, who is 


well-known, for telling his 
family’s heart-wrenching 
story about his 17-year-old 
son Jason being shot and 


killed by a fellow student in 
Talx'r, Alberta will lx* speak¬ 
ing next week in Carstairs, 
on Wednesday, May 31. 

Lang will make two 
appearances in the commu¬ 
nity. He will start his after- 
n<x>n off with shaking to 
the students in grades 9 to 12 
at Hugh Sutherland Schixil 
(HSS) at 1 p in., followed by 
an evening session at 7 p.m. 
at the Carstairs Arena for the 
community. 

No tickets are necessary, 
and anyone and everyone in 
the community is invited to 
hear him sjx'ak at 7 p.m. He 
will lx» speaking in the multi¬ 
purpose r<x»in, upstairs in 
the arena 

Lang will start his day off 
by shaking to students at 
Cremona School in the 
morning. 

Due to the recent stabbing 
which occurred in early 
April where two students at 
HSS wen* stabbed at a rural 
party, the school’s Family 
School Wellness worker, as 
well as staff at the Town of 
Carstairs helped bring Lang 
to town. 

Family and Community

Carstairs, three youth in 
total were stabbed. One 
youth was from Calgary, 
while the other two were 
from Carstairs. 

One youth’s name has 
never been released, while 
18-year-old Mike Westlund, a 
grade 12 student at HSS, was 
the most critically injured. 

Westlund, following the 
stabbing, had to be rushed to 
a Calgary hospital and had to 
go through numerous sur¬ 
geries. He was since 
released from hospital and is 
still recovering. 

Janet Cornell, the schools 
Family Wellness worker, 
sent a letter home with stu¬ 
dents advising them that 
Iang would be coming to 
speak, and explained her 
reasoning in bringing him in. 

“Our community was 
sh<x-ked when a weekend 
party ended with the stab¬ 
bing of two teens from 
Carstairs. TTils incident has 
left parents, students and the 
community with many ques¬ 
tions as to how this hap¬ 
pened,” she stated in her let¬ 
ter. “Following this incident 
many people have ques¬ 
tioned how the situation 
became so heated that these 
individuals felt the need to 
cause physical and emotion¬ 
al pain and damage to anoth¬ 
er person." 

When contacted by phone 
last week, Cornell explained 
that despite Jason Limg 
being shot and killed in a 
school incident, she felt that 
Rev. Lang would lx» able to 
explain to students about 
how they can handle heated, 
violent situations - in or out 
of school 

Cornell explained that fol¬ 
lowing the stabbing incident 


she was asked by parents 
and people' in the communi¬ 
ty to bring in some type of 
speaker that could addn'ss a 
situation, such as this. 

“Parents were phoning 
and requesting that we do 
something,” she said. “He 
(Dale Lang) was the first to 
come to my mind, because 
he* lost his own son and it 
was an act of violence.” 

Jason’s Story 

Part of Lang's story will be 
about his son. 

[.ang, according to his 
website, tells the story of the 
day that Jason died, what 
luippened and how. He then 
talks alxmt the issue of the 
shooter who was a bullied 
yoimg man. The heart of his 
talk revolves around 
Forgiveness. Dale talks 
about how he and his family 
were able to forgive, and 
then he talks about what for¬ 
giveness means and how it 
changes life for all of as 
when we have been hurt by 
others. 

He then shares a veiy spe¬ 
cial event from the last day 
of Jason’s life and talks 
about the importance of “not 
letting the sun go down on 
yoiu' anger." 

He concludes with a true 
story, according to his well¬ 
site, which challenges young 
people to ask one question: 
“How do I impact the lives of 
all the people I come in con¬ 
tact with?” 

Tlus talk has lx>en given in 
more than 350 schools 
across Canada in every 
lYovince as well as the 
Yukon and Nunavut. 

Lang is the father of five 
children and is married to 
his wife, Diane. They still 
reside in Taber.

Nature and Scope ol the Review 

Individuals and groups representing a number of parties potentially affected by the North-South 500-kV transmission line 
have raised concern with respect to the Board's process relating to Application No 1346298 This application was made 
pursuant to section 34 of the Electric Utilities Act and was the subject of a public hearing in December 2004 (the “section 34 
heanng*). The hearing considered issues relating to the need for building a new 500-kV transmission line between Edmonton 
and Calgary to reinforce the Alberta Interconnected Electric System The Board approved Application No. 1346298 in Decision 
2005-031. It is the position of the aforementioned parties that, had they been advised that corridor selection was to be 
considered and concluded in the section 34 proceeding, they would have intervened and provided the Board with significant 
evidence against the selection of the west corridor. 

While the Board is convinced that the notification process, utilized in advance of the section 34 heanng, was adequate and that

April 19. 1922 was a special day - it was the day Ev was bom to Fleeta Fern and 
Henry Herbert Gibson, in the original sandstone hospital in Didsbury. Several sib¬ 
lings were already waiting for her to come home to the family farm west of tow n. 
As she grew into a serious young girl, her lifelong work ethic was already instilled, 
along w ith her incredible strength to deal with adversity. Ev often told stories about 
the recurring hailstorms that year after year flattened what had promised to be beau¬ 
tiful crops. She told of good times too, when neighbors got together for evenings of 
music and visiting.

Each one of them has their own 
unique memories but they share many in common as well; playing cards or check¬ 
ers, having sleep-overs and eating stacks of pancakes the next morning, having cud¬ 
dles in the rocking chair, just talking or playing with the toys in Grandma’s special¬ 
ly reserved toy box. Ev passed peacefully Friday, May 12. She was predeceased by 
her mother Fleeta in 1952, her father Henry in 1962, her loving husband Burr in 
1982, her sisters Daisy and Edith and her brothers Freddy, George, Jerry and Henry.
